Though theſe Artyꝛes, lyucly 
ſpirite and freſhe ayꝛe is deriued out of 
the mother, into the chylde,Whcrewith 
the naturall heate of the chylde is viui⸗ 
fied and refreſhed. 

And thele two Artires with the foꝛe⸗ 
ſayde nauyll vame, when the chylde is 
boꝛne, begin to wyther and dꝛye, euerye 
day moꝛe and moꝛe, t become much like 
a Harpecſtring, without any holowneſſe 
92camtic. Vet ye ſhall note that there is 
another veſſell, Which taketh his oꝛigi⸗ 
nall at the bottome, founde, oꝛ vpper 
part of the chyldes bladder, and exten⸗ 
deth it ſelfe tothe nauyll of the Jnfant, 
through which it paſlſeth vntyll it come 
betweene

betweene the fyꝛſt and the ſeconde caule Whichway 


without the chyldes bydy, Where, by 
uuie iſſue demſed by nature foꝛ the 
ame purpoſe, is expelled the vrine of 
the Inkant, pꝛoteedyng by this vrine 
vayne from the bladder, as partly was 
ſpoken of befoze, that part of this vrine 
baine Which is within the body, when 
the chylde is boꝛne dꝛyeth and withe⸗ 
reth away, as J ſayde ofthe other. 

The inner ſuperficie oꝛ face of this 
Chorion is very ſtrongly affired and faſt⸗ 
ned to the vtter ſuperficie of the ſeconde 
caule named Allanroides, 

As foꝛ the baſtyng that is betweene 
the Matrir and Chorion, many tymes it 
is weakened and effeobliſhed by reaſon 
of enyll, flegmaticke, o2 colericke hu- 
mours therabout, betweene the baſtin- 
ges conceaued, whiche ouermuche ha⸗ 
bonding, do cloy the ſaid baſting baines 
oꝛ ſtrynges, whereby man pe tymes t:ze 
one ſeuereth from the other befoze con- 
neniznt ſcaſon, # ſo cauſeth aboꝛtement.

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the matrix, wherby it cleaueth to Chors, 
be called in latin Acetabula t Cotiledones, fo 2 
what cauſe,o2 vpon what real(o, is both 
nedeleſſe and vnpꝛokitable here to be re⸗ 
hearled. Agayne, the ſubſtaunce of this 
Choriĩon ig not thinne like a ſkin, bladder, 
oꝛ taule: but of al other partes of the bo- 
dye, it may be moſt wozthyly reſembled 
to the ſpleane oꝛ melt in a man oꝛ beaſt, 
the cozpulencie oꝛ thicknes whereof, is 
as much oꝛ moꝛe às the thicknes of the 
thumbe, the colour ſwartiſhe black. Of 
which colour alſo the blood therein con- 
tepned, is as the remayne and refule of 
the purer, attract and dꝛawen natural⸗ 
lye of the Infant, by the abouenamed 
nauil vayne. So that, to be ſhoꝛt, Chorion 
is the immediat receptacle and receauer 
of al the vaynes and artires, to be de du⸗ 
ted from the Matrix to the chylde, and 
the chylde reteaueth only at his hande 
the two vaynes and Artires, Whiche 


by the way as they paſle c pearſe tho⸗ 


row the other two calles,towardes the 
chyldes Maupll, they ſende into eche 50 
rye 
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the caules innumerable ſmall eye vay- 
nes and artyꝛes, whereby the caules be 
ſuſteyned, and encreaſed alſo, 

The Termes then Which were wont 
at other times to ſturre thẽlelues in the 
Matrix vaynes, and at certayne circui⸗ 
tes to iſſue fooꝛth: Mowe when there is 
a feature oꝛ chylde in the ſame Matrix 
tonceaued, they pꝛoteede no moꝛe fooꝛth 
(as ſuperfluous) but remayne and be re⸗ 
ſerued to the neceſſarienutriment of the 
feature, and ſome part therok reflueth a 
is reuerted to the womens bꝛeſtes there 
to become mylke, as ſhalbe ſayde in the 
next Chapter. And nowe hath nature 
her purpoſe wherfoze ſhe made and cre⸗ 
ated this courſe of blood, as Hath ben 
Waitten ſufficiently in the Chap. befoꝛe. 

But here ye ſhall note, that they be 
greatly deceaued and abuled, which call 
the Termes the womans purgation,o2 
the cleanſyng of they: blood: as who 
ſhould ſay that it were the refuſe, dꝛoſſe 
and byler part of the other blood re- 
maynyng in the body, naturallpe euery

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moneth ſequeſtrate and ſeparated from 

the purer,foz the vilitie and euyll quali⸗ 

ye termes tie therin compꝛehended. Foꝛ vndoub- 

be ot ſo hol- te dly this blood is euen as pure and hol⸗ 

au ann tc Lonnie as all the reſt ofthe blood in anye 
part in the part of the body els. 

body, Sit tobe thought, that nature would 

cede the tender #delicate Infant in the 

mothers wombe, with the refuſe of the 

blood, oꝛ not rather with the pureſt of 

it: Bes, and therfoze fozbecaule that ſhe 

woulde that the pure blood coinmyng 

fro the Matrir vaynes ſhoulde be made

trix oꝛ from which of them the termes 
ſhoulde pꝛoteede, it is harde clearelp to 
diſtuſſe, but onlye by lykely conicctures, 
And yet it is a thyng very neceſlarye to 
be knowen, fo2 the redper aduertile⸗ 
ment howe medicines foꝛ that purpoſe 
ſhoulde be applyed in that place, when 
neede ſhoulde be, eyther to pꝛouoke the 
Termes by ſome calualtie ſtopped, oz 
els contrary to reſtrayne them immo⸗ 
derately flowyng. Foz yf the bottome 
vaynes ofthe Matrix do contayne only 
the Termes, then ſhould any medicine 
conueyed vnderneath pꝛofite nothyng, 
except it be conueyed ſo farre vp, that it 
maye attayne within the holowneſle 
of the Matrix, the whiche is verye 
lptle when the woman is not with 
chylde. 

Agapne, yk the necke vaynes of the 
Matrirdoonly conteyne theſe termes, 
then needed medicines to be applyed no 
farther then to that place. As foꝛ the 
thirde Matrix baynes, there is noe 
X tha 
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that doth once ſuſpecte the Termes to 
pꝛoteede from them: But manye there 
be, which do ſuppoſe the termes to iſſue 
both at the necke vaines, and at the bot- 
tome vaynes alſo, but moſt notably at 
the necke vaynes, fo2 becauſe (ſay they) 
that theſe vaynes do appeare moze con- 
ſpicuous and notable to the eyes when 
a woman ts cut open, then do the bot- 
tome vaines, which may be very ſkant- 
ly perceaued, Wherfoze they thinke that 
theſe necke vaynes ſhoulde be the grea- 
ter ſtirrer of Termes. 

Agapne (lay they) we lee many tymes 
thatafter the woman 1s conceaued, yet 
doth there iſſue termes tyll the thirde oz 
fourth, yea ſometymes the fyfth mo⸗ 
neth,the which nowe at this tyme can 
not pꝛoceede out of the Matrix: foꝛ the 
poꝛt oꝛ mouth therof, actoꝛdyng to auc- 
thours opinions, is ſo cloſed after the 
ſeede tonteaued, that the poynt ofa nee⸗ 
dle tan not enter but by violence and 
foxce, Mherefoꝛe they conclude, that the 
Termes at this tyme muſte needes 
ſpꝛing 
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ſpꝛyng out ofthe necke vayne, and not 
out of the bottome vaynes, 

To thoſe J aunſwere, that both at 
this tyme and at all other tymes, the 
Termes iſſue onlye out of the bottome 
vaines, t out of ſuch of the necke vaines 


as ſpꝛeade them ſelfe onlye within the 
Matrix, as map be ſeene in the figure. 
Foꝛ inſomuche as nature dyd create the 


tourſe of Termes foꝛ no othertaule, but 
onlye to be a pꝛeaſt and redye foode at 


all tymes to the feature conceaued, to 
what purpole ſhoulde the Termes in 


the necke vaynes of the Matrix ſerue, 
where there tan neuer be any conceptt- 
on, neither the ſeede there tan remapne: 
And as concernyng the iſſuyng of the 
Termes after conception, J ſay that 
the pozt ofthe Matrix is neuer ſo eract- 
ly cloſe, but that ſuch a liquid thing as 
blood is, inay thꝛyll and coole out of it, 
yea although (as they ſap)the poynt of 
ancedle cannot enter in thereat. Foz ye 
may ſee, that betweene the chynes and 
chynkes of cloſelpe iopned boozdes, 


the 
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the poynt of a needle will not eaſuy en- 
ter, yet water oꝛ any other liquid thing, 
may paſſe thꝛough without lette, and 
euen ſo is it in the Matrir, 

And yet foꝛ all this, it ſhal not folowe 
that the ſeede ſhoulde paſſe out thereat, 
aſwell as the blood, foꝛ the ſcede is of a 
moze faſt compacte, and ſtedfaſte ſub⸗ 
ſtaunce, And beſydes this, by that tyme 
that the ſeede hath ben but a daye 02 
two in the Matrix, it wareth yet moze 
ſtable and ſtedfaſt,by the naturall heate 
ofthe place, yea, and is compaſled with 
athinne ryme, as a tender egge is vn⸗ 
der the ſhell, wherefoze it wyll not ſo 
ſoone iſſue out of the Matrix without 
great iniurie. 

Here agayne ye ſhall note the cauſe 
why that Phiſitions do counſell wo- 
men Which be deſirous to conceane,and 
tan not foꝛ lubꝛicitie, moyſtnes, oꝛ Wate⸗ 
ryſhnes of the Matrix ( wherby the at⸗ 
tracttfe and attentife power of the Ma- 
trix is debilitat and weakene d) to take 
fumes and vapours „ 
medi⸗ 
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medicines at the mouth te dꝛye the ſayd 


humidities, immediatly after the Ter- 
mes be paſſed, and not vppon the com⸗ 
myng of them, koꝛ yr the woman ſhould 
be conceaued bpon the commyng of the 
ſayde Termes, then woulde they com- 


mixt them ſelf with the ſeede, befoꝛe the 
ſcede haue gotten pet any perfect ryme | 


oꝛ caule , whereby the ſecede ſhoulde be 
come the thinner and be made fluy, and 
ſo to paſſe foꝛth agayne out of the Ma⸗ 
tr ir, waſhedout with the Termes. 
But imme diatly after that the Ter⸗ 
mes be paſſed, if the ſeede be conceaued, 
then ſhall it haue ſufficient tyme to get 
a ſtrong ryme 02 caule ouer it, befoꝛe the 
Termes come agapne. And agayne, 
whyles the little ſpeckes 02 mouthes of 
the Matrix vaines be pet open atter the 
lettyng foꝛth of the Termes, they ſhal- 
be the moꝛe apt to cleane and to ioyne 
thẽ ſelues with the feature, by mcancs 
of calues wherein the feature is inuol⸗ 
ued, and cheefely of Chorion, named the 
hoope caule , as hath ben * 
ayd 
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ſayde Here befoze, 

Bet whenthe ſeede Hath ben thꝛee 02 
foure weekes in the wombe, it is not of 
ſufficient quantitie to conſume into his 
nutriment ali the blood that was wont 
to reſoꝛt into the Matrix vapnes, wher⸗ 
foꝛe the firſt, ſetond, yea, # third moneth 
ſometimes at the womans Wont tyme 
of Termes, there iſſueth and ſheweth 
ſome blood moꝛe oꝛ leſſe, the moꝛe in the 
whiche were wont at other tymes to 
haue aboundaunce of them. #c. And pe 
ſhall note that when the child is concea- 
ued,# that the caule Chorion ig faſtened & 
baſted to the matrix by the vaines ther⸗ 
of, yet do not al the vaines of the matrix 
attaine to the ſaid chorion, hut acertaine, 
ſo far as Chorion doth reach, howbeit the 
larger that choriõ groweth with y child, 
the mo vaynes doth he coner, wherkoꝛe 
tro thoſe vaynes that be not pet affired 
vnto Chorion, do the termes flowe at this 
time: But whẽ the child beginneth once 
to tome to a greater perfectio ⁊ growth. 
then is all the Terme blood reſerued 
in 
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in the Matrix, as litle enough to ſatil⸗ 
fie the chylde, and then alſo part thereof 
mounteth vp into the bꝛeſtes, and becõ⸗ 
meth mylke, as ſhalbe ſayde hercafter. 


Pet agapne to confirme myne opint- | 
on, that the Termes do only iſſue out | 
of the vaute ol the Matrix: Ye ſhall vn⸗ 
derſtande, that at ſundzy tymes J haue 


had two diuers women in cure, the one 
in London, and the other in Paris: Of 
which, the one by a fall of her hozle, the 
other by a violent thꝛuſt and ſquat on 
the buttockes vpon the harde ſtones in 
the ſtreete, beyng both neare the time of 
they: purgation, chaunced alſo both of 
them into one maner of dile ale (that is 
to ſay) immediatlye herevppon, they: 
Termes dyd iſſue. And ſo continued 
dayly, to the one of them, the ſpace of 
halfe a pere, tothe other a whole yere, 
ſo that after that time the Termes ſtay- 
ed agayne, and iſſued no moꝛe dayly as 
befoꝛe, but once in foure wekes, at what 
time they voyded great lumpes, kakes, 
oꝛ cloddes of blood, congealed together

Nowe to declare the particuler occa- 
ſions ofthis maner of voydyng of the 
termes, ye ſhal vnderſtand, that by the 
foꝛte of the fall and ſquat, the Matrir 
vaynes bzake, and that lo muche the 
moꝛe pꝛomptly, that they were the ful- 
ler of blood, and that nearer their tyme 
of purgation, vppon whiche bzacke, the 
blood dayly iſſued afterward, whereby 
the vigour t kind heate of the Matrix, 
by litle and litle decreaſed and decayed, 
frigiditie and coldneſſe ſucceded. By 
whiche occaſion alſo the mouth oꝛ pozt 
of the Patrir,wered the moꝛe contract 
andnarower,fo2 colde cloſeth.knitteth, 
Fcongeleth.Hereto helped alſo not a li⸗ 
tle the great ble of colde byndyng medi⸗ 
tines, whiche eche of them dyd apply to

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this plate at the ſimple counlayle of ig: 
noꝛaunt perſons. 

The poꝛt then of the Matrix by this 
occaſion cloſed & contracted , the blood 
wont alwayes dayly topzocede,reimay- 
neth within the Matrix. where as faſt 
as it dꝛoppeth and cooleth out of the 
baynes, it congeleth and cluddereth to- 
gether, lyke as ye may ſee, that whena 
man is let blood in a baſin oꝛ other vel⸗ 
ſell, and that the blood ſtande ſtill in it 
the ſpace of. b. oꝛ. bi. houres, it wylbe 
concret and congiled in a cludder lyke a 
lpuer, the watery part thereof ſlimy 
ming and flitting aboue vppon the fate 
of it: and euen ſo is it ot the blood con- 
giled in the Matrir , ſo that when there 
is ſo muche of this congiled blood con- 
ceaued together in the ſaid matrir,that 
it can not contayne it any lenger, then 
violently and perfozce it iſſueth out to⸗ 
gether, with farre greater peril, daun⸗ 
ger, and dolour to the woman, then 
though Che laboured with a childe. 

The whyte flowzes that iſſued, di 

ring 
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ring the tyme that this blood gathered 
in the matrix, was (no doubt) the verye 
wateriſhe part that fleeted when the 
blood congiled, foꝛ that water can ne- 
ner tongile as the blood doth, wherkoꝛe 
euerye day as faſt as the blood dyd con- 
gyle in the matrix, ſo faſte alſo dyd the 
water ſeperate it ſelfe from the blood, 
and ſo iſſued. ä 
Notwithſtanding J am not ignoꝛaunt 
that the very whyte flowꝛes in dede bo 
p2ocede from the ſeede tariars, into the 
angles oꝛ toꝛners of the matrix, and ſo 
fro thence outwarde, the which diſeaſe 
alſo men haue manye tymes. And it 
tommeth eyther of the aboundaunte ot 
fleugme in the body, oꝛ of the toꝛruptiũ 
and euyll qualitie mixed in the ſeede. ⁊t. 

Theſe examples as I ſuppoſe may be 
ſuffitient emidences, that the Termes 
ſpꝛing alwayes fro within the matrir, 
t not from any part ofthe necke therof, 
Item J haue ſene dinersother wome, 
in whom their termes haue ſtaied the 
lpace of, vi. viii. .x. Wekes, wherewith 
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their bellies haue encreaſed and wered 
bigger, ſo that they haue thought thẽ⸗ 
ſelues to be with chylde: Notwithſtan- 
dyng, at the laſt haue voyded ſuche lyke 
lumpes of blood, as J haue ſpoken of 
here befoze ,not without greate peryll 
and daynger to them in the voydyng, 
wherewithall their bellies haue relan- 
ked and decreaſed agayne. And thus J 
make an ende, to talke anye moꝛe of the 
nature and courſe of the Termes: and 
now wyll J declare ſomwhat of y con⸗ 
ueyaunce t᷑ courſe of the milke into the 
womans bꝛeſtes: foꝛ there is great affi⸗ 
nitie, communitie , and familiaritie be- 
tweene the Matrix # the bzeſtes , whi⸗ 
che naturally do-perceaue and feele a- 
none when the matrix hath concetued, 
and then begyn they to bꝛue # to make 
ready their part, agaynſt the tyme that 
the Matrix hath aldone her part, that 
is, agaynlt the chylde be boꝛne. The 
mylke whiche commeth to the bzeſtes, 
is engendꝛed ofthe Termes (accozding 
to the moſt mens opinions.) *

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But to knowe whiche way the ſayde 
Terme ſhoulde attayne from the ma⸗ 
trix to the bꝛeaſtes, pe ſhall vnderſtand, 
that the vppermoſt and greateſt vayne 
of the ſetonde diuiſion, ſpoken of in the 
rui.chap. where it attaineth the hockle 
bone, redye to paſſe out of the holoneſſe 
of the belly into the thigh, befoze that it 

erſe the kell called peritonium, it ſendeth 

002th anotable vaine bꝛaunche, which 
from hence mounteth vpwarde along 
the belly betwene the right muſkle and 
the ouerth wart, til it come a litle abone 
the nauell, where the extreme oꝛ vpper 
ende thereof diuideth it ſelfe in many- 
folde litle bꝛaunches, meetyng and en- 
termingling them ſelues with the er- 
treme litle bzaunches oꝛ ſlippes of ano- 
ther lyke vayne, deſcending from the 
bppermolt cheſtbone, downe along the 
inſide of the cheſt, and the inſyde of the 
bpper part of the belly, vntyll it meete 
with the foꝛeſayde mounting vayne, a 
litle aboue the nauell. 
And ye ſhall note, that this vayne 
. Y 11) bꝛaunche 
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bꝛaunche pꝛoteadyng from vena caua, at 
the higheſt cheſtbone downward along 
the inner ſide ofthe cheſt oꝛ bꝛeſt, by the 
way as it paſſeth, it yeldeth certayne 
litle lippes and ſmall bꝛaunches of it 
ſelf, betwene the ribbes into the bꝛeſtes. 
Wherekoꝛe the conlent of all autthours 
is, that by the meanes of theſe deſcen- 
dyng vayne bꝛaunches at both ſides ol 
the bodye, # the other aſcending vayne 
bꝛaunches on both ſides ofthe belly, 
there ſhoulde be great communitie and 
felowlhip betweene the bꝛeſtes in wo⸗ 
men, and the Matrix oꝛ the wombe. 

Foz doutleſſe by common experience, 
ye may lee that when v time of concep- 
tio in women is, c that by this meanes 
the termes be ſtopped , then as the ter⸗ 
mes do deminiſhe # ware leſſe, ſo doth 
the mylke in the bꝛeſtes entreaſe and 
ware euery day moꝛe moꝛe, as who 
might ſay that the ſuperfluitie of blood 
Wonte at other tymes to voyde in the 
name of Termes, now at this tyme by 
the pꝛudentie and pꝛouiſiõ of —_ 
retay- 
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retayned as no ſuperfluitie, but rather 
ancceſſary humour, reuerted and deſti⸗ 
nate another waye, that is to ſaye, ſent 
from the vaynes of the Matrix parte 
thereof vpwarde by the foꝛenamed al⸗ 
tendyng vayne bꝛanches, at their han⸗ 
des agayne reteiued and naturally at⸗ 
tracted by the other deſtendyng bꝛeſt 
vaynes, thꝛough whom it is caryed in⸗ 
to the bꝛeſtes, Where by newe naturall 
tirtulations it is digeſted into Whyte 
milke, being befoꝛe red blood, redy now 
pꝛepared to noꝛyſhe the chylde when 

nature ſhall ſende it into the woꝛlde. 
Agapne, ſo long as the woman ge⸗ 
neth ſucke to the chylde, # hath ſtoꝛe of 
mylke in her bꝛeſtes, her termes be of 
very litle oꝛ no quantitie. Theſe be eui⸗ 
dentes that there ſhould be great fami⸗ 
liaritie betweene the Matrix and the 
bꝛeſtes, foꝛſomuch as the ebbing of the 
one, is the flowyng of the other: wohere⸗ 
foꝛe Phiſitions ſometimes , when the 
flowꝛes iſſue moꝛe vehementlythen ne⸗ 
deth, they ſet boryng glaſſes vnder the 
Þ ity bꝛeſtes, 
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bꝛeſtes, meanyng thereby to reuert and 


returne vpwarde , the matter enclined 
to much downewarde, the which pzac- 
tiſe how much it pꝛeuapleth, J wylnot 
here diſpute . Bet in this matter to dif- 
tuſſe the very veritie as neare asreaſon 
and the knowledge of Anothomie will 
geue leaue,ye ſhallnot vnderſtande my 
ſayinges that IJ ſhould meane that al- 
wapes when the termes ſtop beneath 
by anye colde, thought, oꝛ other occaſt- 
ons, by and by the ſame blood to ſtye 
and mount vp into the bꝛeſtes, # there 
to become nutke : foꝛ the contrary here- 
of is dayly ſeene. Foꝛ moſt commonlye 
they in whom theſe termes do ſtop, foꝛ 
any other cauſe then tonteption the lu⸗ 
perfluous blood retaynedin the bodye, 
and in the vaynes wandzing, cauſeth 
to the partie great headache, taketh a- | 
wape their ſtomacke , and engendꝛeth 
diuers other inconuentences, neither in 
the meane whyle is there any thing the 
moꝛe mylke in the bꝛeſtes. 

Wherekoze ye may wel ſaye, that the 
caule 
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cauſe of plentie of mylke in p womans

5 25 ſufficientlye ſet fooꝛth and 
b doelcribed the maner, ſitua- 
VS Aron gtourme of the a- 
trix wherein man is con- 
ceaued, with dyuers other matters ap- 
pendyng and conternyng the better vn- 
derſtandyng of the ſame. And nowe 
here in this ſeconde Booke, we wyll de⸗ 
clare themanerofthe quytyng and de- 
liueraunce ofthe Inkant out of the mo⸗ 
thers wombe, with other thinges ther⸗ 
to appertapnyng.

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lpkewyſe about the thyghes, and the 
other places beyng neare to the pꝛiuie 
partes, which lykewyle then beginneth 
to ſwell and to burne, and to expell hu⸗ 
mours, fo that it geueth a playne t eui⸗ 
dent token that the labour is neere. 

But ye ſhall note that there is two Two wꝛtes 

maner ot byꝛthes, the one called natu⸗ —— 
rall, the other not naturall. Naturall ' 
byꝛth is, when the chylde is bozne both 
n due ſeaſon, and alſo in due faſhion. 
The due ſeaſon is moſt commonly after 
the ninth moneth, oꝛ about foꝛtie wekes 
after the conception, although ſome be 
deliuered ſometimes in the ſeuenth mo- 
neth,and the chylde pzoueth very well, 
But ſuch as are boꝛne inthe eyght mo⸗ 
neth,other thei be dead befoze the birth, 
dels liue not long after. 

The due faſhion of birth is this: firſt 4. dne 
the head tommeth foꝛwarde, then folo- fathion or 
beth the necke e ſhoulders, the armes 2% 
with the handes lying cloſe to the body 
towarde the feete, the fate and foꝛepart 
tf the chylde beyng towardes the fate 
and

and fozepart ofthe mother, as it appea- 
reth in the fyꝛſte of the byꝛth figures. 
Foz as hath ben ſayde alredye in the 
fyꝛſt booke, befoꝛe the tyme of delyuc- 
raunce, the chylde lyethin the mothers 
wombe the head vpward, and the feete 
downewarde, but when it ſhoulde be 
deliuered, it is turned cleane contrarye, 
the head downewarde, the feete vp- 
warde, and the face towardes the mo- 
thers bellye, and that yfthe byꝛth be na- 
turall.

Thꝛough the whiche 
tauſes, nature can not (but with great

Alſo 
hardneſſe and difficultie oꝛ byndyng ol 
the belly, whiche thinges foꝛ the greefe 
and payne that enſueth of them, tau⸗ 
ſeth the woman to haue lytle power to 
helpe her ſelfe in her labour. 
Furthermoꝛe, yf the partie be weake 
and of feble complexion, oz of nature ve- 
ry colde,o2 to poung, oꝛ very aged, 02 ex⸗ 
ceedyng groſſe and fatte, oꝛ contrary- 
wyle to ſpare and leane, oꝛ that ſhe ne⸗ 
uer had childe befoze,o2 that ſhe be ouer 
timozious and fearefull, dyuers, wap⸗ 
warde, oꝛ ſuch one that wyll not be ru⸗ 
led, remouyng her ſelfe from one place

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to another, all ſuche thynges cauſeth 
the labour to be muche moꝛe paynefull, 
truell and doloꝛous, then it woulde o⸗ 
therwyle be. Allo ye muſt vnderſtande 
that generally the byꝛth of the man is 
taſier then the byꝛth of the female. 
Item, vf the chylde be of a fuller and

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The birth alſo is hyndered by ouer⸗ 
muche tolde, oꝛ ouermuche heate, foꝛ in 
ouermuch colde, the paſſage and all o⸗ 
ther powers of the labouring woman, 
be coarcted and made narower then 
they woulde otherwyle be. Lykewyſe 
ouer much heate debiliteth, weakeneth 
and faynteth both the woman and the 
chylde, ſo that neither of them in that 
caſe, can well weld oz helpe them ſelues 
fo: fayntnes.

Nowe lignes and tokens of an expe⸗ mokens ot 
dite and eaſy deliueraunte, be ſuche as eaſy deliue- 
be contrary to all thoſe that haue ben ne 


rehearſed befoze.As foꝛ example, when 
the woman Hath ben wont in tymes 
paſſed eaſply to be deliuered, and that 
in her labour ſhe feele but litle thꝛong

oꝛ doloꝛ , oꝛ though ſhe haue great pay- 
nes, yet they remayne not ſtyll in the 
vpper partes, but deſcende alwapes 
downewardes to the neather partes oꝛ 
bottome of the belly. 

And to be ſhoꝛt, in all painefull and 
troubleſome labours, theſe ſignes beto⸗ 
ken and ſignifie good ſpede and lucke in 
the labour: vnquietnes, muche ſtirring 
of the chylde in the mothers belly, all 
the th:onges and paines tombling in 
the foꝛepart ofthe bottome of the belly, 
the woman ſtrong and mightie of na⸗ 
ture, ſuch as tan wel and ſtrongly helpe 
her ſelf to the deliueraunte of the birth. 
And againe, euill ſignes be thoſe, when 
ſhe lweateth colde \weate,and that her 
pulces beate and labour ouer ſoꝛe, and 
that ſhe her ſelfein the labouring faint 
and ſowne, thele be vnluckie and moꝛ⸗ 
tall ſignes.

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O ſuccour and helpe them 
that are in ſuch difficult perill 
of labour, as we haue ſpoken 
of befoꝛe, ye muſte obſerue, 
kepe ⁊ marke thoſe things that we ſhal 
(by the grace of God) ſhewe yon in this 
Chapter folowyng. 
Firſt the woman With chylde mulſte 


kepetwo diets, the one a moneth befoze be made 
her labour, the other in the very labou⸗ more car. 


ring. And aboue al thinges ſhe mult el⸗ 
chue # foꝛbeare al ſuch occaſions which 
may hynder the birth, tothe vttermoſt 
ofher power, the whiche occaſions we 
rehearſed in the Chapter bekoꝛe. But it 
there be auy ſuch thyng which can not 
be auoyded, koꝛſomuch as it commeth 
by nature, oꝛ by long continuaunce and 
tuſtome in this caſe:pet ye ſhal vſe ſome 
ſuche remedies, the whiche may ſome⸗ 
what aſſwage it, molifie it, oꝛ make it 
moꝛe caly oꝛ tollerable, ſo that it hinder 

the birth ſo much the leſſe. 
But it it ſo be, that any infirmitie oꝛ 
dileale , ſwelling, oꝛ other apoſtumatio 
Ki chaunce 
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chaunte about the mother oꝛ the pinie 
part, oꝛ about the velike oꝛ bladder, as 
the ſtone, the ſtrangury, and ſuch lyke, 
the whiche thinges maye caule ſuche 
ſtraytnes and coarctation, that vnneth 
without great and hozrible payne, the 
partie can be deliuered oz dilcharged, 
In theſe taſes it behoueth ſuch thinges 
to be loked vnto and cured, befoꝛe the 
tyme of labour commeth, by the aduite 
of ſome expert Surgion. 
Allo if the woman be ouermuch conſti⸗ 
pat oꝛ bounde, moſt commonly ſhe muſt 
vle, the moneth befoze her labour, ſuche 
thynges the which may lenifie, molli⸗ 
fie, diſſolue, and loſe the belly, as apples 
fryed with ſuger, taken faſtyng in the 
moꝛnyng, and after that a dꝛaught of 
pure Wyne alone, oꝛ els tempꝛed with 
the iuyte of ſwete and very ripe apples. 
Alſo to eate figges in the moꝛnyng fa⸗ 
ſting, and at night, loſeth well the belly. 
Jf theſe pzofite not, Cassia fiſtula taken 
iii.oꝛ.iiii.dꝛams one halfe houre befoze 
dyner, ſhall loſe the belly without peril. 
Againe 
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Agayne, in this cale ſhe muſt refrayne 
from all ſuch thinges as do harden, re- 
ſtraync,and conſtipat , as meates bꝛop⸗ 
led oꝛ roſted, and ryte, hard egges, biefe, 
cheſtnuttes, and all ſowꝛe fruites, and 
ſuche lyke. 
Allo yk farther nete ſſitie require, ſhe 
may reccaue a clyſter, but it muſt be ve- 
ry gentle and eaſpe, made of a pynt of 
the bꝛoth of a chickin, oz other tender 
fleſhe, thereto putting ſo muche courſe 
ſuger oꝛ hony, as may make it reaſona- ce belle. 
bly ſweete,# halfe a ſponefull of whyte 
ſalt . Oꝛ fo2 the pooze woman mape be 
made a clyſter of a pint of water, wher- 
in hath ben ſod mallowes o2 holyoke, 
with hony and ſalt,as befoze. She may 
ble alſo ſome other eaſy and temperate 
purgation, to molifie and loſe her with- 
all, as Mercury ſodden with fleſh in po- 
tage, and diuers ſuch other, oꝛ els a ſup⸗ 
poſiter tempered with ſope, larde, oꝛ the 
polkes of egges. 
And pk it chaunte that (the labour wygerwty 
dꝛawing neare) ſhe ware taynt o2 ſicke⸗ — 


lye, in her la⸗ 
bour. 
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lpe, then muſt ye comfoꝛt her with good 
comfoꝛtable meate, dꝛinke, holſome and 
noble electuaries, and in this time muſt 
ſhe do all ſuch thynges the Whiche can 
make her apte and ſufficient to her la⸗ 
bour, and to vic ſuch thinges the which 
may laxe, open, and mollifie the nature 
and paſſage, ſo that the byꝛth maye the 
moꝛe freely pꝛoteede, and that chie fly in 
the ponger women. The elder women, 
foꝛ becauſe that thoſe partes in them be 
ſomewhat dꝛyer and harder, therefoze 
they mult vle hoat and moylk thinges, 
which haue p2opertie to lenifie and ſou- 
ple, and that both in meate and d2ynke, 
and allo in out warde fomentations ba⸗ 
thynges, ſuppolitoꝛies, and annoynt- 
mentes.

Wut about es te 
ten dayes befoze the tyme ( yf ſhe feele a⸗ lose : gents 
nye payne oꝛ greefe) let her vle euery lee — 
day to waſhe oz bathe her with warme ede. 
water in the whiche alſo that ſhe tarye 
not ouerlong in bathyng foꝛ Weakmng 
of her, and therein let her ſtande, ſo that 
the water come aboue the naupll a li⸗ 
tle, and allo ſeathe in the water Ma⸗ 
lowes, Holyoke, Camomell, Mercurie, 
Maydenheyz:e, Lyneſeede, Fenegreke 
ſeede, and ſuche other thynges whiche 
haue vertue to mollifie and ſople.

tonſiſteth in two ſoꝛtes. Firſt that ſuche bat (es

to be very eaſy, Secondly to withſtand, 
defende,and to put awape ſo ncare as

Allo 
it ſhalbe very good to reteaue ſome me⸗ 
dicine to pꝛouoke the birth, of the which

Nowe when the woman perceaueth 
the Matrix oꝛ Mother to ware lare 02 
looſe, and to be diſſolued, and that the 
humours iſſue fooꝛth in greate plentie, 
then ſhal it be meete foꝛ her to ſit done 
leaning backwarde in maner vpꝛyght.

blewe Lillies, 

tem, the beries of Juniper, oꝛ Galband 
eaten to powder and dꝛonke with luke

Item, Sothernwood, oꝛ els Penirial 
ſodden in wyne, and the decoction dzon- 
ken. is of the ſame vertue. 

Item to ſuffume the ſecretes with 
the perfumes wꝛitten of befoꝛe, is good 
fo: this purpoſe, and the vapour of the 
water in whiche Mallowes, Holyoke, 
and Wereloote be ſodden, receaued be⸗ 
neath, is lyke good. 

Allo to waſhe that partes in water 
in whiche is ſodden bꝛanne, oꝛ to holde 
a litle bagge full of ſodden bꝛanne to 
the plate, and therewithall to ſoke the 
plate, is very pꝛokitable.

Foꝛ to the noſe ſhoulde the ſa⸗ 
uoure of nothing tome, but only of ſuch 
thinges, the which ſtinke, oz haue abho⸗ 
minable ſmel, as Ala fetita, Caſtoriũ, mans 
hape o2 womans hay:e burnt , Pe⸗ 
cockes fethers burnt, Item in this caſe 
it ſhalbe very good to make a perfume 
vnderneth, ok the hone of an aſſe, which 
thinges although they be of yll ſauour, 
pet they be of ſuche nature and cfficacie, 
that they occaſionate not onlpe the ſe⸗ 
tondine, but allo dead byꝛthes to pꝛo⸗ 
ceede and tome foꝛth out of the Matr. 

And in this caſe alſo let the woman 
holde her bꝛeath inwarde ſo muche as 
the can, foꝛ that ſhall dꝛyue downward 
ſuche thynges as be in the body to be 
expelled.

Allo the oyntment Whiche is called 
Vnguentum Baſilicon conueped into p ma⸗ 
trir, is very good, foꝛ it mollifieth the 
place, and dꝛaweth out the ſetondine 
perkoꝛte, the which lo ſone as it is expel⸗ 
led, infude the oyle of Roſes into the 
ſame matrix. Item Roſe water tempe⸗ 
red with a quantitie of the pouder of 
Holyoke, and dꝛonke, is good to expell 
the ſecondine, 

And yk it be ſo that any parte of the 
ſccondine do appeare, let the MydWyke 
receaue it tenderlye, looſing it out fayꝛe 
and ſoftly leſt it bzeake, andif ye doubte 
that it wil bꝛeake, then let the MidWike 
tye that parte of the which ſhe hath 
handfaſt, to the womans legge oꝛ foote, 
not very ſtrayght leſt it bꝛeake, neyther 
bery laxe leſt it lip in agapne, and then 
cauſe her to ſneeſe.

T is alſo to be bnderſtanded 
that many times after the de- 
x liueraunce , happeneth to wo⸗ 
N men other 5 feuer oz ague , 02 
\welling, oꝛ inflation of the body, other 
tumblyng in the belly, oꝛ els commoti⸗ 
on oꝛ ſettelyng out of oꝛder of the Mo⸗ 
ther 
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ther oꝛ Matrix. Cauſe of the whiche 
thinges , is ſometimes lacke of due and 
ſufficient purgation and clenſing of the 
flowꝛes after the birth, oꝛ els contrary- 
wyſe oucrmuch flowyng of the ſame, 
which ſoꝛe doth weaken the woman. 
Allo the great labour and ſtyꝛring of 
the Matrir in the byꝛth. 

Then as oft as it commeth foꝛ lacke 
of due purgation of the flowꝛes, there 
muſte be miniſtred ſuche thynges the 
which may pꝛouoke the ſame, Whether 
it be by medicines taken at the mouth, 
02 by lotion and waſhing of the feete,o2 
by fumes,02 odour, oꝛ emplaſtration, oz 
by decoction of herbes ſcruing to that 
purpole, oꝛ els by oyntmentes, and ſuch 
other thinges , accozdyng as the perſon 
02 the perill doth require, of the whiche 
thinges fewe oꝛ no women be ignoꝛant.

downward, as Motherwurt,Alarum, 
Sauine, Peniriall, Parcelp, Charupll, 
Annis ſeede, Fenell ſeede, Juniper ber⸗ 
ries, Rue, Bay berries, Germaunder, 
Ualeriain, Tyme, Cinamome, Spike⸗ 
narde, and ſuch other, Al thole thinges 
as they do pꝛouoke and cauſe vrine, ſo 
do they alſo pꝛouoke t᷑ cauſe the flow- 
ers to depart . Howbeit, as neare as ye 
tan, ble none ot theſe thinges without 
the counſayle of an experte Phiſition, 
leſt whyleſt pe Helpe one plate, pe hurt 
another.

Al⸗ 
ſo fumigation made of the eyes of ſalte 
fyſhes, oꝛ ot the hone of a hozſe vnder- 
neath, pꝛouoketh the flowꝛes.

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Ik it be ſo thatthe chyldes head be ſo ſwollen 
by inflation, ſwellyng, oꝛ reſozt of humours, 
that it wpll not conuemently iſſue out at chat 
narowe places: Then let the Pydwyfe with a 
tarpe penlinyfe cutte open the head, that the 
humours contepned in it may iſſue and runne

Mere not this pꝛouiſion had by al- 
myghtie God, the nature and kinde of all maner 
ofthinges woulde ſoone periche and come to an 
ende, the which vertue and power of generation 
many times doth halte and miſſe, by defect and 
the contrary diſpoſition in the partes generant: 
As ye maye euidentlipe ſee in the ſowyng of 
cone and all other maner of ſeede, ſo that there 
be in all maner of generation thzce pꝛincipall 
——— concurrent to the ſame, the lower, the 
ſowen , and the receptacle oꝛ place recea- 
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uyng and contaynyng the ſeede . Pf there be 
faulte in anye of theſe thꝛee, then ſhall there ne⸗ 
uer be due generation, vnto ſuche tyme as the 
faulte be remoued, oꝛ amended, 

The earth vnto all ſeedes, is as a Mother 
and Nurſe , contapning, clipping and embꝛa⸗ 
ſing them in her wombe, feeding and foſteryng 
them as the Mother doth the chylde in her bel⸗ 
tye oꝛ Matrir, vntyll ſuche tyme as they come 
vnto the growth, quantitie, and perfection due 
vnto their nature and kinde: But pk this ſeede 
conceaued in the bowels of the earth, do not 
pꝛoue oꝛ fructifie , then be thou ſure that eyther 
— is let in the lower, in the ſeede, oꝛ els in the 
earth. 

The earth may be ouer waferyſh?, dankiche, oꝛ 
ouer hoate and dꝛye, oꝛ els full of ſtones, grauel, 
oꝛ other rubbiche, oꝛ ful of yll weedes, which may 
ſtrangle and choſe the good coꝛne in his grow⸗ 
png : alſo the ſeede may be putrified, oꝛ other⸗ 
wyle victate and coꝛrupted, and ſo the Iyfe and 
ſpirite of it vaniſhed away and deſtroyed . The 
ſower mape vnoꝛdinatelp ſtre we and caſte che 
ſeede on the earth. ac. So that pt there be let 
in none of theſe partes concurrent to generati⸗ 
on, oꝛ that the letters be remoued and done as 
wape, then doubtleſſe wyll enſue multiplicati⸗ 
on and encreaſement ot that kynde ofthe wht- 
che the ſeede commeth, accoꝛdyng to the na⸗ 
turall enclination, the whiche almyghtie God 
hath enplanted and ſette in the kynde of all

Urry thing then, the which doth encreale in 

this kind, muſt kyꝛſt be conceaued in » womb 

and Matrix of the Mother, whiche is apte 
and conuenient foz the receate ot ſuch ſeede. And 
as I ſad befoze,as there may be defect and lacke 
in the Mother receauing the ſeede, ſo may there 
be fault and detect in the ſower, and in the ſeede 
it ſelfe alſo, 

Andin women there may be foure generall 
cauſes , by the whiche the conception may be 
impedite and let: ouer muche caliditie oꝛ heate 
ofthe Matrix, ouermuch coldnes , ouermuche 

ditie oꝛ moyſtnes, and ouermuch dꝛynes. 
ny of thele foure qualities exceadyng tempe⸗ 
rancie , may be ſufficient cauſes to let due con- 


ception, 

Wherefok the ryght excellent Phiſition Hipo- 
crates inthe,v.booke of his Amphoꝛiſmes ſaith: 
All ſuche women the whiche haue colde and 
denle Matrices, can not conceaue, and ſuche as 
haue moyſte and wateryſhe Matrices can con⸗ 
ceaue,fo2 the power of the ſeede is extinguiched 
in it. Allo hauing dye res, conceaue not, 
(oz the ſeede periſheth loꝛ lacke ol due nutriment 
and foode: but that Matrix the which hath all 
thele qualities in temperauncie, that is fruite- 
full, This is Hipocrates ſaping, the which thyng 

| alſo 
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alſo may be well perceaued by a familter exams 
ple ofthe ſowyng of coꝛne. 


Foꝛ yt it be ſowen in ouer colde places, ſuche 
as be in the partes of a countrep called Si⸗ 
thia, and in certayne places of Almapyne , oꝛ in 
ſuche places where a continuall ſnowe oz 
froſte, oꝛ where the Sunne doth not ſhyne, in 
theſe places the ſeede oꝛ grayne ſowen , wyll 
neuer come to p2oofe, no2 fructifie,but though 
the vehement coldneſle of the place , in the 
whiche it is conceaued , the lyfe and quickneſſe 
- the grayne is vtterlye deſtroyed and adnihi⸗ 
ate. 

And karther as concernyng ouer muche hu⸗ 
miditie, pf ye ſowe pour grayne in a fen oꝛ ma⸗ 
ryſhe and watery grounde, the ſeede wyll pe⸗ 
rithe thꝛough the ouermuche aboundaunce of 
water, whiche — — the liuelyneſſe and 
the naturall power of the grayne and ſeede. 

Lyne wyſe yt it be ſowen in ſuch a countrey 02 
place where is ouer great heate, not tempered 
with water and rayne, oꝛ yr the pere be ſo dꝛpe, 
that there came no rayne at all to alaye the ex⸗ 
treme and feruent heate of the Sunne: then 
ſhall the ſeede ſo wen, wyther and dꝛye awaye, 
and the power okit be conſumed and burnt, 

Alſo pf it be ſowen in dye places, where ne- 
uer commeth rayne , oꝛ on the ſande, and 
grauely places, in ſuche a place the grayne can 
neuer take, ne pꝛoue, ne be conceaued in it, to 
come to any truite oz pꝛolite. | 
wherefo:e pi the Matrix be WM 
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theerceſſe of anyofthelſe foure qualities, then 
mult pe reduce it againe to tempecauncie, by uch 
remedies as J ſhall ſhe we you yereatter , Like⸗ 
wiſe may there be defect and lacke in the man: as 
pkthe ſeede be ouer hotte, the whiche the woman 
ſhall feele as it were burnyng hot, oꝛ to colde, the 
which ſhe ſhall feele as it were in maner colde as 
ple, oꝛ to flupe oꝛ thinne.ac.Diuers other wares 
allo it map be letted, whiche ſhall not neede here 
to be rehearſed. 

Nowe pftye woman can not conceaue, the 
cauſe comming ot ouermuch krigiditie oꝛ colde⸗ 
nelle in the Matrix, that ſhall ſhe now by theſe 
tokens , She ſhall feele great colde about the 
ſides.theraynes ofthe backe, and the Matrix, 
her vrine ſhall appeare wizyte and thinniſhe,and 
ſometimes allo ſomewhat ſpiſſe and thicke , and 
all maner of colde thinges ſhall nop her, hotte 
thinges ſhallgreatly comfozther. 

But yk it come by ouermuche humiditie of the 
Matrix, that ſhall ſhe kᷣnowe by theſe _— 
the bodye of her be ol a fat a groſſe diſpolition, vl 
with her flowꝛes iſſue foozth at the begynnyng 
and the latter ende of them certapne viſcous and 
watery ſubſtaunce, and that her vꝛyne be white, 
thicke, and ſometyme as it were mylne.

much faſtyng , labour, trauaile, ſoꝛowe, ſicke⸗ 
neſſe. ac. But ſuche women whiche naturally 
are thus ſpare and leane, may very hardlye be 
bꝛought to a temperancie agayne, and be made 
apt to conceaue. And this ſhalbe ſufficient foz 
this tyme, to hnowe whiche qualitie by His ers 
ceſſe cauſeth ſterilitie. Nowe wyll we ſhew how 
it halbe knowen , whether lache of conception 
be in the woman, oꝛ els in the man, and how to 
knowe whether the woman be conceaued oꝛ no, 
— to the mynde ol ryght expert Phiſi 
ons, 


Howe to knowe whether lacke ofcon- 
ception be ofthe woman oꝛ ofthe man. and 
howe it may be perceaued whether lhe 
be conceaued oꝛ no. Cap.iiii. 


F ve be deſirous to know whether the

conception: Let eche ol them ta 
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noheate and Barlye coꝛnes, and of Beanes of 
eche. vii. the which they ſhall ſuffer to be ſteeped 
in their ſeuerall vꝛyne the ſpace of twentie and 
foure houres:then take two pottes, ſuch as they 
ſet Geliflowzes in, fill them with good earth, and 
in the one let be ſette the heate, Barlye, and 
Beanes, ſteeped in the mans water, and in the 
other the heate, Barlpe, and Beanes ſteeped 
in the womans water, and euery moꝛnyng the 
ſpace of .viti.

about, the fume ot ſome odoꝛiferous perfume, as 
Laudanum, Storax calamite, Lignum Aloes, 
Mulke. Anibꝛe, and ſuch other: and yk the odour 
and ſauour ot ſuche thinges aſcende thoꝛowe her 
body vp vnto her noſe, ye ſhall vnderſtande that 
ſterilitie commeth not of the womans parte: pf 
not, then is the defect in her. 

Item, yr che take Garlicke beyng pilled out 
of the huſkes, and conuape ol it into the pꝛiuie 
partes , and pt the ſent of it aſcende vppe tho⸗ 
rowe the bodye vnto the noſe , the woman is 
fautleſſe, 
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fautleſſe: pt not, then is there lacke in her. Theile 
tokens, although they haue a certayne reaſon 
and appearaunce, yet be they not alwayes vn⸗ 
fallible,but only likely. 

whether the be conceaued alredy oꝛ no, ye ſhal 
knowe by theſe ſignes. Firſt the flowꝛes iſſue 
not in ſo great quantitie as they are wont, but 


wareleſle and leſſe, and in maner nothyng at conceauco, 
all commeth from them. Alſo the bꝛeſtes begin oz no, 


to ware rounder, harder, and ſtyfler then they 
were wont to be: the woman ſhall long after 
certayne thynges, other wyſe then ſhe was vſed 
to do betoꝛe that tyme. Alſo her vꝛyne wareth 
ſpyſſe and thyckythe by retention of the ſuper- 
fluities . Alſo the woman feeleth her Matrix 
very faſtly and cloſely ſhutte , inſomuche that 
as Hipocrates ſapth, the popnt ofa needle map 
ſcaſe enter, 

Jtem, to knowe whether ſhe be conceaued 
02 no, accoꝛdyng to Hipocrates mynde, in the. v. 
ol his Ampho. Geue vnto the woman when ſhe 
is goyng to bedde, a quantitie oſ Mellicratum to 
dꝛynke, and yk after that dzynke the feele great 
payne , gnawyng, and tumblyng in her belive, 
then be pe ſure that ſhe is conceaued. This Melli- 
cratum is à dꝛinke, made of one part wine, ano⸗ 
ther part water, ſodden together, with a quan⸗ 
titie ot hon. 

But yk ye be delpꝛous to knowe whether the 
conception be man oꝛ woman, then let a dꝛoppe 
of her mylke oꝛ twapne be mylked on a ſmothe- 
glaſſe, oꝛ a bzyght tinyfe, other els on nag

of one of her fyngers, and yt the mylke flewe and 
ſp:eade abꝛode vpon it by and by, then is it a wo⸗ 
man chylde: but yr the dꝛop ol Mylke continue

Item il it be a male, then ſhal the woman with 
chylde be well coloꝛed, and lyght in goyng , her

And foꝛbecauſe that the moſte generall and 
common cauſe ol ſterilitie doth pꝛoceede of colde, 
wateryſhe, and flegmaticke humours, whiche 
bedeawyngthe inner ſides and holoneſle of the 
Matrix, with the poꝛte and mouth thereotalſo, 
cauſeth that the ſeede ſent from the man into the 
womans wombe oꝛ Matrix, can nat there re⸗ 
mayne ne cleaue: neither is the mouth oꝛ poꝛt of

And all this muſt be done eyther faſtyng in 
the moꝛnyng one houre befoze bꝛeaketaſt oz dy⸗ 
ner, other els . v. oꝛ. vii. houres afterdyner, ſo 
that it be not done vppon a full ſtomacke. But 
yt pe take the bath and the electuarium in the 
moꝛnyng , then at nyght thee oꝛ foure houres 
after ſupper , let her receaue vnderneath her 
clothes, the vapour of theſe thinges folowyng 
into the pꝛiuitie. Take of Lauender dzyed, 
of vnſet Tyme , Bay berries, Juie leaues, of 
eche halle a litle handfull, of whyte Franken- 
cenſe the wayght of foure grotes, of Sage dzy- 
ed, oꝛ other two litlehandfulles of Koſemarye 
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leaues one handfull, ſeethe theſe together in 
fay:e water, and when they be perfectly ſodden, 
then let the woman ſet her ſelfe ouer the va⸗ 
pour thereot, ſitting groueling, other els ſet on 
a couer made foꝛ the nonce with a tunnell oz 
cunduite, thoꝛowe the which the vapour may 
be directed into the womans pꝛiuie paſſage, the 
neere thereby, that the vertue thereof may aps 
pꝛoche vnto the wombe oꝛ wombe poꝛt. 

Pe may alſo in the ſame water dyppe wooll, 
oꝛ els fyne lynnen cloutes, andſo conuay it in⸗ 
to the pꝛiuie paſſage, there to remayne the ſpace 
of one oꝛ two houres. This bath, electuarpe, 
and vapour, J counſell them that haue ncede to 
bie them the ſpace of thꝛee dayes continually, 
and then the thyꝛde nyght to companye with 
herhuſbande, and by the grace of GOD the 
ſhalbe ſpedde. There be ſometymes, that with 
the vſe ofthe bath onlye, oꝛ the electuarye alone, 
eyther the vapour, without any farther reme- 
dye haue ben aptifted to conception, but who 
that vſeth it as is aboue mentioned, wozketh 


Theſe ſhalbe ſufficient remedies foꝛ want of 
conception, pꝛoceedyng of colde, moyſte, and 
flegmatike humidities . Nowe yk it come by 
any diſtemperancie in heate and dꝛyth: then 
let her be purged of coller, oꝛ other vnkynd heate 
bed in the body, by thynges apt and meete foz 
that purpoſe, and then alter warde to vſe bathes, 
electuaries, and vapours, ofmoderately cool 
thynges, as of Boles, Miolettes, Letuſe, Purl- 
| T1 layne, 
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layne, Plantaine, and dyuers other. 

But foꝛaſmuch that moſte commonly the vn 
aptitude of conception (an women hauyng they: 
health ) ſpꝛyngeth ol theſuperfluitte of colde and 
moyſthumours (whereot we haue alredye ſpo⸗ 
ken) therefoze all other impedimentes lefts J 
part, ye ſhall ye content with this ko this 
tyme. Foz pf J woulde make mention of all 
the occaſions whereby conception may be let 
oꝛ impedite, then ſhoulde J here alleadge and 
bꝛyng in all the diſeaſes that may happen to a 
woman in that partes, with the remedies there- 
of, whiche were a long woꝛke, and not pzoper 
fo: this volume, 


In this. vi Chapter is entreated of diuers bel- 
lifipng teceptes, as ye may heres 
after reade. 


PE embelliſhing oꝛ bellpfipng me⸗ 
dicines whereof J entende to ſpeane 
here, be not to be vnderſtanden to 

Abe ol that ſozt, whereby any Adftitt- 
cious oꝛ out warde foꝛraigne beautie 
02 ſetcolourshouide be acquired oꝛ gotten, the 
which farrefet # damnable curioſitie, J doubt 
not but that all honeſt and vertuous ſadde wo- 
men do _ abhozre — — 4 1—— 
—— ymeanyng ſhewe res 
certapne blemyſhes, and as it were weedes 


ofthe boo, coor tough the - + pop dns — * _ 
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beautifull, yet yfit be not regarded and looked 
vnto, the weedes entermpnglyng them ſelues 
among the good hearbes, wyll defourme and 
emperylhe the good grace of them, Foz in the 
earth, be it neuer ſo well diligented and pyhed, 
pet alwapes therein wyll remayne ſome ſparkes 
and ſeedes of vnlooked fo2 weedes, the whiche 
euer when tyme oz ſeaſon ſerueth, nature thꝛu⸗ 
ſteth fooꝛth. 


Lykewyſe in the bodye of man, among the 
good and neceſſary humours, is ſome ſparke o2 
qualitie ofyll and not neceſſarye humours, with 
the whiche nature bepng offended and cloyed, 
expelleth and dꝛyuech them fooꝛth ſometymes in⸗ 
to one place, and ſometymes into another, ac⸗ 
coꝛdyng to the aptitude oꝛ feebleneſſe in reſt- 
ſtaunce of the place receauyng it, and the fozce oz 
violencie of nature (therewith greeued) ſendyng 
it, ſo that the ſuperfluities founde in the vpper 
=_ and face oꝛ ſuperficie of the ſkynne, enſueth 

y the ſuperfluitie and dominion of lyke mat- 
ter conteyned and commired in the vaynes a⸗ 
mong the blood, and is a great euidence and 
teſtimonie thereof. But here J wyll not ſpeane 
of all kyndes of vtter diſeaſes ſpꝛyngyng ofthis 
in warde coꝛrupted humours, but onlpe of 
ſuche thynges as commonlxe chaunce to men 
— — without any imperpchment of they: 
< As fo: example, tyꝛſte J wyll bzeefely declare

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in Engliche, the Dandꝛulte ol the head, the which 
is, when that in kembyng and cratchyng of the

C Of the cauſes and remedies of Dandzufte 
of the head. 

DE cauſe of this Dand2tifie commeth by 
aboundaunce of fleumattſie humours, com⸗ 
mirt with the blood, the which daply and 
hourely by vnceſſible ſweatyng, euapoꝛateth 
and iſſyeth foozth of the poꝛes, in the ſkinne 
that couereth the panbone, and as faſt as it iG 
ſueth foozth, dꝛyeth on the vtter ſuperkicie of the 
ſfinne, and there remaynyng and gatheryng to- 
gether, becommeth euery day moze and moze, 
therto greatly helpyng the fozeſt of heere which 
couereth, and retayneth ſuch ſuper⸗ 
fluities, moꝛe in thoſe places then in any other 
where no heere groweth. And moſt commonlxe 
they that haue blacke heere, haue moꝛe ſtoꝛe of 
Dandzufle then other. This humour ſuffered 
ouerlong to raigne on the head, deſtropeth and 
cozrupteth the rootes of the heeres, makyng 
them to fall of in great plentie, and ſpecially 
in kembyng. And although this ſuperfluitie be 
not cleanly, yet notwithſtandyng it ſhall be no 
wiledome foz me to teache, ne any other here- 
with encombꝛed, to learne howe to ſtoppe it, foz 
feare of farther inconueniences, but onelp J 
counlell you once inten dapes at the I 6 = 
alhe 


wherin let be ſteeped in a lynnen bagge ofAnnis 
ſeede, Cummin, dꝛped Hoſemarie, Fenugreke, 
and the ryndes of Pomegranate, of eche lyne 
much: and beware that after the wachynge of 
pour head pe take no colde, befoze the head be 
perfectly dꝛyed. 

And whereas ſome ſap, that they whiche vie 
ofte waſhyng of theyꝛ heades, ſhalbe very pꝛone 
to head ache: that is not true, but only in ſuche 
that after they haue ben waſhed , roll vp they 
hapꝛe (bepng yet wette) about theyꝛ heades, the 
colde whereof is daungerous to bꝛyng them to 
Catarrhes and poſes , with other inconueni⸗ 
ences. Mherfoꝛe all diligence mult be had, that 
the head may be exactly well dꝛyed with warme 
clothes, whyleſt the head is pet hotte of the was 
chynge, and then neuer feare no inconuenien⸗ 
ces, but rather conuenience and commoditie: 
and let this be done alſo faſtyng in the moꝛnyng 
oꝛ els one houre befoze ſupper, oꝛ v. houres af- 
ter ſupper: this ofte waſhyng ſhall puryfpe the 
ſkynne ol the head, and ſtedfaſte the hayze from 
fallyng, leutate and lyghten the head, with all 
the ſenſes therein contepned, and greatlye com 


fo:t the bꝛapnes.

Item, tane Elebozus, and ſeeth of it an ounce 
in halte a pynt of ſtrong whyte Uineger, tyll 
thzeeſpooneſuſles, and the wapgheofapenze of 
Xe 85 d apenye 
Mercury ſublimid, (to be had at the Apotheca⸗ 
ries) and ſeethe theſe together agayne tyll it be- 
come thicke : with this annoynt the Frekens, 
and it wylldeſtroy them. This is alſo very good 
fo: the Moꝛphe we, and other diſcoloꝛation o:

Item, dillolue a Iytle Mercury enn — 
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fay:e water, and therwith dzop the Martes, and 
they wyll ſoone wither and conſume away. 
To cleare and clarific the ſkyn in the handes, 
face, oꝛ other part of the body. 
OR this is nothyng better then to take 
one ſpoonefull of the oyle of Tarter, and

them euerpe day with the roote of a Mallowe, 
and to pyke them cleane that no meate remayne 
and putrifte betweene the teeth. 

Item, take ot the ſmall whyte pybble ones 
which be founde by the water ſides, and beate 
the in very ſmall powder, hereof take an ounce, 
and of Maſticke one dzam, myngle them tage

Tinchofthe bzeath commeth eyther by occa- 

ſion bꝛead in the mouth, oꝛ els in the ſtomack. 

Ik it come from the ſtomacke, then the body 
mult be purged by the farther aduyſe ol a Phili⸗ 
tion. It it be engendꝛed in the mouth only, then 
moſte commonly it commeth of ſome rotten and 
coꝛrupted hollowe teeth, whiche in this caſe 
mult be plucked out, and the gummes well ſcou⸗ 
red and waſhed with Uineger wherein hath ben 
ſodden Cloues and Nutmegges. The cleanlpe 
keepyng of the teeth doth conterre muche to the 
fauerineſle of the mouth, 


Ok the ranke ſauonr of the armcholes, 
His vice in many perſons ts verye tedious 
and lothſome: the remedie whereof is, to
